This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR § 1.78(a)(3), filed March 15, 2004, to accept an 
iinintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C. § 120 for the benefit of the prior-filed 
nonprovisional Application No. 09/270,146, filed March 16, 1999. 

The petition is DISMISSED AS MOOT .
